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Report Of Superintendent Of Schools 


To the Members of the School Board of Lempster: 

Remodeling of the Lempster Schools must already have 
resulted in a feeling of pride in their appearance. The 
superintendent suggests, further continuation of the program. 

1. The installation of lavatory facilities in each building. 

2. The installation of drinking fountains of the bubbler type. 

3. Gradual replacement of the present type of desks by ad- 
justable desks, or preferably, movable chair-desks, in order 
that the buildings may be made more available for community 
gatherings. ; 

4. Remodeling Street School to make it acommunity build- 
ing. The entrance to be at such a point as to make available 
the present hallway as a warm cloak-room, one end to be 
partitioned off for the installation of chemical toilets. A 
ventilating stove for the room would add to the available space, 
save fuel and give better air. 

5. The installation of slate blackboards at East Lempster. 

6. The repair of any buildings owned by the school district 
against future need. 

7. The installation of angle poles for the United States 
Flags, in order that our flag may float every fair day, instead 
of at such times as wornout sheaves fail to cut the halyards. 

It is not expected or financially desirable that all should 
be done in one year. 

The interior of the Street School should be visited by all 
townspeople and appreciated as a real beauty spot. 

The superintendent feels that East Lempster school 
grounds do not fairly present to the passerby the real spirit of 
Lempster. A few loads of earth and loam, a “bee” perhaps 
held by the citizens nearby, flowers and shrubbery being set 
out atter the yard is graded, would make of this spot, seen by. 
thousands each year as they pass along the state boulevard, a 
representation of the sort of people who make and shall make 
of Lempster a town that, once seen, cannot be forgotten. 
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The superintendent wishes to give full credit to the teach- 
ing force of Lempster for the grade work being done. Stand- 
ardized tests are in use this year, and show the schools well 
up in all subjects tested so far. The Junior School at the Street 
is developing the new program of studies into a fascinating 
and profitable two years of education. Mrs. Susie B. Hurd ad- 
dressed the local institute for teachers at Charlestown on the 
type of work done in Lempster, and request for areturn with 
still more suggestions has already been filed with the sup- 
erintendent, by many of the teachers who heard her. 


For a year made delightful to the superintendent by the 
friendship and advice of the School Board, the loyal coopera- 
tion of the teachers and the evident desire of the parents to 
secure maximum educational advantages by regular and 
punctual attendance of the children in their care, the super- 
intendent desires heartily to express his appreciation.

I found practically the 
same condition this year as last, mainly tonsils and teeth, 
especially the teeth, a greater majority of pupils I find are 
prone to neglect, which I feel with a very little trouble and 
expense, would in the long run be a very good thing for the 
children. 


Most of the children have been vaccinated. On the whole 
I found eyes in much better shape than either last year or the 
year before, which I believe due to the better light we are 
now getting in our school rooms.
